The public ititerest Is best 
served and the most effective patent examination occurs when, at the time an application is being examined, 
fhe^lce is aware of and evaluates the teachings of all Information material to P^'^'^'^^^'^'^J^f^^^^ 
aioclated with the filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and good faith in 
5S5ngSh?e Office. Jrtiich includes a duty to disclose to the Office all infomiation known to that indiv^^^^^^^^^ 
?o be maTerial to patentability as defined in this section. The duty to disclose infomiation ^x'Ste w^th respec^ to 
each pending cla^m until the claim is cancelled or withdrawn from consideraton or the apphcat^n becomes 
abandoned. Information material to the patentability of a claim that is cancelled o; withdrawn from 
consideration need not be submitted if the infomiation is not material to the patentability of any claim 
SnCnder consideration in the application. There is no duty to submit in»o^";f^^";'^jf 'f "^^^ 
to the patentability of any existing claim. The duty to disclose all information known to be materia to 
patentability is deemed to be sattefied If all Information known to be matenal to Pat^^tab i^ o^^^^^^^ 
issued in a patent was cited by the Office or submitted to the Office in the "tanner presented by §§1^97^^^^^^^ 
and 1 98 However no patent will be granted on an application in connection with which fraud on the Office 
was practiced or atle^^^^^^^ or the duty of disclosure was violated through bad faith or Intentional misconduct.
